Objectrons to thevcducation guidclanes were 
yepeated and arguments put forth to convince the 
Mimmccer that a moratorium of one year was 
mecessary. His answer was received in a letter 
fomtieweiianiel Gated Apral 20,0 1975. He stated 
that the guidelines already issued will remain in 
effect and others in the draft stage would be ;
